Tokyo, Yesterday. 

Moving to prepare for the antl. 
cipated protonged hostilities 
in China, the Japanese mili- 
tary authorities announce 
that important troop move- 
ments are taking plaice in 
China. 

The announcement, coming close 
after the series of audiences 
of chiefs of the Services with 
the Emperor, firstly deals 
speciiically with troop moye- 
ments, since the. Government 
has disclosed that it Is pre- 
pa for a long-term con-

to the announcement, 

A communique issued by Cien- 
eral Imperial Headquarters 
says: “To cope with long, 
drawnout opcrations expected 
from the situation in China, 
and to reinforce the fighting 
streneth, it has been decided 
to effect transfers and ad- 
juatments of part of the Jxp- 
anese forces on the China 
fronts.”

Shouting anti-war 
slogans the women boarded the 
transports and attempted to

Some of the troops joined in the 
demonstration and the Police were 
summoned te the scene. A clash 
with the demonstrators occurred 
resulting in over 80 being killed.

Could she do so without delay?

‘This would mean that 
the Japanese could get no oil from 
those wells for a long period of 
time. 

Even if the wells were not des- 
troyed, could Japan rely on bring- 
ing oil safely from the Dutch 
East Indies to their naval bases, 
3,000 miles away? Only if the 
members ‘of the League decided 
to let her do so. : 

Among them, the member 
States could send to Singapore— 
apart from everything they need 
in Europe—perhaps, 100 sub- 
marines and 1,000 aircraft, apart 
from surface-craft. Is it to be

man when we met on Monday 
evening.

tion that John Leaning had made 
no reference to the main issuc of 
the controversy between the 
preacher and myself, but had 
jumped into the arena in order to 
advocate his own pet political 
system (Marxism) and that there- 
fore no reply was demanded, pro- 
duced tho crisp retort “You're 
unable to reply!” 


All of my good resolutions to 
leave John Leaning alone were 
shaltered by that challenge. The 
caustic comments of a !earned col- 
league who, umongst other general 
reproofs, said that an engineer 
ought not to discuss socin] or 
theological problems in public. 
and he hoped that such a mistake 
would never be repeated, had made 
me resolve not to irritate him 
again—in the immediate future, 
at leant, But the taunt of the 
man of commerce was more effec- 
tive than the exasperated criti- 
cism of a colleague, The sensitive 
cloistered bookworm, who dis- 
likes any disturbance of 
the academic calm of his 
existence, is distracted when 
he is compelled to consider social 
problems, Ife cannot escape from 
conversation concerning — affajrs 
which the leaders of public opin- 
jon say are of vital importance to 
humanity. It seems to me that the 
scholar has n responsibility as a 
citizen; and that a study of our 
Jucal problems is a duty imposed 
on every citizen. How can the 
schclar sit silently ia his study 
when he reads statements. about 
Hong Kong, or even the world’s 
troubles, which he believes are 
false? It is preferable to listen to 
jeers at the effort to defend social 
evolution, as opposed to Bolshevi- 
kism, rather than experience the 
uneasiness Which results from ao 
failure to face the music. In spite 
of all the anxiety to limit the con- 
troversy to the original istues, 
the attempt will be made to an- 
swer John Leaning, partly because 
my friend in business—the prac- 
tieal man in the stream of life— 
snid that the task was not casy, 
but mainly because John Leaning 
presented his case in such an ad- 
mirable manner, that he may mis- 
lead the unwary, 


The Origin of 
The Dispute 


It in only right to remind read- 
ers of this journal that the ori- 
ginal ‘contribution which roused 
my indignation, viz the Revd. Mac- 
Leon's article “Putting Hong 
Kong on the Spot” did not men- 
tion Marx. Indeed, there are sen- 
tences in that article which beem 
to suggest that the Rovd, MacLean 
does not ontircly approve of Marx- 
ism. He says that he strongly ob- 
jects to domination by any in- 
dividual. He writes of such a por- 
son ne follows “He decides what 
his life's purpose is for everyman, 
Ho chonges the standards for all 
men, the life-standard, the wage- 
standard every standard, and he 
does that becauso he thinks ho is 
a superior creature, and knows!”

Two False Ideas 


Those were the two false ideas 
that were included in the original

Evolution And 
Revolution 


There Is a very great difference 
in the literary style of John Lean- 
ing und that of the ‘Revd. Mac-

though he supports his thesis with 
arguments that are, for the most 
part, a5 unemotional as a pro- 
position in Euclid, he does make 
us realise that in addition to a 
depth of thought revealed by his 
letter, he also in common with 
many who object to Marxism has 
human sympathy for those in un- 
fortunate economic circumstances, 
His views therefore demand res- 
pectful attention even if they can- 
not be ‘accepted. Many of us who 
would wish to ald in’social and 
economic reforms, cannot agree 
that Marxism, is a practical re- 
medy for social difficulties in Bri- 
tain, or in any country where per- 
xonal liberty is a fundamental 
right. 


Defines The Ideal 


In the last sentence of his let- 
ter John Leaning defines the ideal 
of many thoughtful people who 
have followed recent events in 
Russia with horror and indigna- 
tion. That sentence reads as fol- 
Jows:—"Substitute co-operation 
und social consciousness for ex~ 
ploitation and competition os the 
motive forces of society, and you 
substitute love for hate, humanity 
for inhumanity, in man’s relations 
with his neighbours.” But there 
will always be competition unless 
all men are endowed with equal 
brains and equal strength. 

* The class war, which is dr in- 


tegral—perhaps the dominant— 
feature of Marxism as practiced 


ain Russia, has instilled, not love 


but hate, into the veins of civili- 
sation. Since the Bolshevik regime 
seized power in Russia, it has 
been notablo for man’s in- 
humanity to man. The recent 
“purges” do not encourage us to 
‘believe that humanity has been 
substituted for inhumanity. Hate 
has been emphatically in evidence. 
The terriblé casualty lists result- 
ing from persecution prove that 
to. be a fuet.." It Is tho practical 
evidence of porsecution in Russla, 
and in the Fascist countrics, that 
entitles the lendors of those two 
social systema to: bo labelled 
“blood brothers und: brothers in 
blood.” : 


Will of The People 


It Is not John Leaning’s ultl- 
mate ideal of society that can bo 


criticised; it is the method of at- 
taining it, an demonstrated in 
Russia, that has horrified many 
pedple who ure anxious for social 
improvements, The one outatand- 
ing fact that experience in -en- 
winecring work teaches one is 
that there is a very great differ- 
ence between theory and practice. 
Many Inventions and plans that 
were perfect in theory have fail- 
ed in practice, often because of 
the human element involved in the 
acheme. At the point where know- 
ledge is to be applied in action, in 
social affairs, there in u highly 
variable und incalculable factor. 
That factor is the Will’ of 
the People. The candid stud- 
ent of politics must realise 
that his system of idens resta up- 
on a foundation of assumptions 
that are, of necessity, generalised 
and abstracc; and that, therefore, 
they discount the wilfulness and 
uncertainty of the Immediate si- 
tuation. 


The General Strike 


The will of the people in Rusala 
was, in the crisis when Lenin ap- 
praised swiftly this clement of 
uncertainty in public opinion, very 
different to the will of the people 
in Britain, when their personal 
liberty was threatened by those 
who organised the General Strike. 
That preliminary skirmish on be- 
half of Marxism in England ‘was 
defeated, not because the majority 
of people in England believed tho 
present social system to be per- 
feci, but because they were deter: 
mined to preserve their personal 
Hberty. They have improved sn- 
cial conditions by peaceful evolu 
tion, but they will not accept ty- 
ranny imposed by the proletariat. 
Revolution was inevitable in Rus- 
sia because so many people, in- 
cluding the soldiers, had no food, 
Napoleon beceme a dictator be- 
cause there was neither bread nor 
cake for the hungry in Paris, The 
practical Stalin sits on the ba- 
yonets of the Red Army but the 
theoretical Trocsky is is exile, 


In a national crisis in 
Britain, during the Greut 


War, when Lord Lansdowne and 
others publicly advocated an ear- 
ly peace with Germany, Lloyd 
George relied upon his curious 
capacity for  self-identification 
with the moods of others, and his 
sense of realities; he refused to 
consider peace terms which the 
majority of the British people dis- 
liked. The genius of British states- 
men has been often shown by the 
art of practical decision in a 
crisis. They have made many mis- 
tukes, but they have usually 
known when to strike und when 
to give way; in great emergencics 
they have not waited for analy- 
tical judgments, but have 
d¢iermined, almost by intuition, 
which of several ends to pursue. 


British Temperament 


If Bolshevism has 
succeeded in Russia, it has 
due to the character of the people 
who were unable to organise ro- 
sistance to torrible persecution 
The temperament of the British 
people is entirely different; their 
outstanding characteristic {5 re 
volt against domination. Dean 
Inge writes as follows:—-“Since 
the days of the Saxons and Vik- 
ings, the English tempor has been 
in ordinary times refractory to 
discipline and impatient of ros- 
traint,-each man feeling himself 
fit to rule’, ‘It was the English 
colonists in North America who 
rebelled against the stupid endea- 
vour to aubject them to taxation 
which ‘they believed was unjust. 
Every British cabinet, since that 
date, has profited by that historl 
dofence of liberty, The social 
evolution that has since taken 
place in Great Britain may in duo 
course, produce ‘basic commun-

jam; but {f so, it will como only]. 


with the consent of the majority 
of the people nnd it will not be 
Imposed upon them, as was the 
endenvour of Trotsky and his as- 
sociates. Thore will bo no bloody 
civil war and persecution. There 
will be pepceful evolution; that 
hna been taking placo rapidly this 
contury, so. that the social cond!- 
tions of ‘the working class havo 
immensoly improved. The im- 
pravemonts will continuc.

Marx And John 


(Continued from Page 16) 


‘Dean Inge 

John Leaning’s opinion of Marx 
is very different to that of Dean 
Inge, who writes as follows:—"It 
is strange that the human raco, 
which owes to one born in Pales- 
tine the highest and purest re- 
veladon of the path which leads 
to health, peace, and ‘blessedness, 
should be indebted to another 
Jew for a religion of hatred, 
cruelty, and misery. Karl Marx 
started as a violent revolutionist”. 
Let us now quote Hearnshaw on 
Marx who says “He was a man 
embittered by persecution, enrag- 
ed by antagonism, soured by ad- 
versity, exasperated by sufforing. 
His inspiring and dominant pas- 
sion was the passion of hate. It 
was hate that gonded him to his 
enormous literary Inbours; it was 
hate that determined his sclection 
and rejection of historical facts 
for his distorted-description of in- 
dustrial England; it was hate 
that fixed his economic principles, 
that twisted all his arguments, 
that vitinted all his conclusions. 
Dasa Kapital is a work of dogmatic 
religion of repulsion, the Koran 
of the class war”. 

“In hardly amy part of his doc- 
trines was he original”, says Ham- 
macher, a sympathetic critic; “he 
borrowed especially from  Sis- 
mondi”, Dean Inge adds “His 
own contribution’ was the vitriolic 
hatred which appealed to the dis- 
contented ‘and disinherited every- 
where. After'the failure of 1848 
he was driven from Gormany, and 
devoted himself to studying the 
utopian theorists of the past, the 
result being the book above men- 
tioned, which H. G. Wellb. justly 
describes as “a moment of pre- 
tentious pedantry”. - He and his 
friend Engels drow thelr dedur- 
tions primarily from the reports 
of English commissions into the 
conditions of the factory system. 
Dos Kapital. is mainly based on a 


' 

misreading of circumatances pe- 
culiar to England. The centre of 
the system was the prediction 
that under capitalism wealth was 
certain to be concen‘rated in few- 
er and fewer hands, wiping out 
the middle class and reducing the 
working class to the “depths of 
poverty. In two generations ut 
most, the beggars were to dispos- 
sess the millionaires, which would 
be very ensy, since the rich would 
be a mere handful. No forecast 
was ever more witerly belied by 
the event. “The whole’ struc~ 
ture”, says Sombach, himsclf a 
socialist, “has collapsed an silent- 
ly ag the Campanile at Venice”. 
But the catchwords ‘of Marx are 
still repeated, and apparently be- 
lieved. Marx is the saviour-god 
or inspired prophet of Boluhevism. 
Hin gospel of hate has deluged 
Russia with blood”.

Final Answer 

For seven years the writer 
worked with his hands in o large 
engineering factory.

They varied in character, as in- 
decd, do the men in a regiment, 
or the students in.a University. 
The more intelligent and  indus- 
trious obtained promotion.

It has not been 
put together lightly; it must ‘be 
my final answer to. his challenge. 
It Is impossible to continuc this 
controversy, but it is only fair 
thut the objections to Marxism 
should be enumerated. The writ- 
er is convinced that the practical 
common sense of the Anglo-Saxon 
people will enable them to con- 
tinue to improve socin! conditions 
in all parts of the British Empire. 
As for China—it is sclence, not 
communism that will conquer po- 
verty.' in ‘that country. Tho de- 
mocratic countries may be in dan- 
ger from attack by Fascist or 
Bolshovik nrmics. They need 
not fear revolutton. Tho redistri-

T can be said that scarcely a 

card is laid down during tho 
play of the hand without convey- 
ing mu message. A well-known 
example is the lead of the fourth- 
highest , of a suit’ again a No 
Trumps contract. If the two In led, 
then it Is.clear that the leader 
holds no more than four of his 
long suit. At the same time,’ in 


inodern play, it is quite common to 


lead, say, the fifth, or even the 
Hixth-highest, of a Jong suit 
against No Trumps—for instance, 
the 3 or the 2, holding K 108532 
—with a view to deceiving the de- 
clurer. 


The “Eleven Rule,” which is
